Notice was given today by Chair- 
man Fletcher of the senate bank- 
ing committee that if any changes 
are made in the new securities con- 
trol act. it will be to strengthen 
rather than to bring about any 
modification. 
This declaration was regarded as 
going far to stamp out any pros- 
pect of modification of\ the new 
Roosevelt 
law 
providing 
strict 
supervision over new security issues 
•t the coming session of congress. 
Senator Fletcher proposed as one 
amendment that the liability clause 
be strengthened to eliminate the 
"loopholes" whereby those issuing 
securities may be exempted from 
civil damages if they prove they 
acted in "good faith." 


Distinct Need for Law. 


•n think." said Fletcher, "that if 
the purchaser of securities suffers 
losses as a result of misrepresenta- 
tion by the party issuing the stock 
that the issuer should be held liable 
to civil damages and not be per- 
mitted to escape through the loop- 
hole that he acted in good faith.

In the early hours of this morn- 
ing it ended a public session at 
which dry cleaners from all over 
the country who had not raised 
their prices to the levels set by 
their code were given one more 
chance to do so voluntarily. 
A small handful complied, 10 or 
so asked a day's time to consult 
with lawyers or principals, the vast 
majority simply failed to be rep- 
resented, and a dozen including the 
biggest, refused. 
Some told NRA to bring on its 
federal trade commission prosecu- 
tors, others pleaded that 
higher 
prices would ruin them. And trade 
commission representatives in the 
room jotted down the names of the 
objectors for further consideration. 
Officials showed clearly their rec- 
ognition that this was a critical 
passage for NRA. The court-like 
session followed upon hours of pro- 
tests against schedules set by the 
code authority, ranging from 65 to 
95 cents. "Many objectors were 
small individualists, but the bulk 
were linked in an association of 
cash and carry cleaners who want- 
ed to keep a 40 cent price. 
The authority charged this was

Advertising enables merchants to 


sell goods to consumers, at a smaller

Graves of the University of Kansas 
told members of the Lincoln Ad 
club Monday nigm 


"The important economy that ad- 
vertising can effect." 
said 
Proi. 


Graves, ' is in the distribution part 
of the merchandising job " He ex- 
plained that the advertised pioducs 
is sold with much less effort on tne 
part of the salesperson—making *he 
advertised product the more proi- 
liable to handle. There is a smaller 
mark-up and a greater turn-over of 
advertised goods than of nonadver- 
tised goods.' 
Professor Graves dwelt principal- 


ly on some of the oddities of early 
advertising. His samples of early 
ads included copies of poetry which 
adorned the walls of Rome in tne 
days of the Caesars.

were usually painted in black or 
red, and told of athletic events. 


He also told of thp earliest coffee 
advertisement, and early toothpaste 
and tobacco ads. The first commer- 
cial advertising in America appeared 
in the Boston News Letter in 1704, 
he said. One of the first ads was 
a real estate advertisment and the 
other two in the first issue were ror 
the return of stolen goods and ror 
the caapture of a thief.

Application for employing thirty- 


five women in clerical, library, cust- 
odial and teaching work in Ijincoln 
schools has been made at Washing- 
ton, Supt. M. C. 1/rfler told the 
board of education Tuesday morn- 
ing. Previously Lcfler had notified 
Washington that 111 women could 
bs used, but the allotment was 
placed at 35. The application is 
pending under the civil works pro- 
gram, he said. 
Twenty-four men are working on

grants of $7.915 Lefler said that ma- 
terials involved in the work would 
cost about $2,196. 
The child relief centers -which 


were approved by the county CWA 
board are being held up by the 
state board, Lefler said, pending the 
selection of women eligible to work 
in the centers. The project is a civil 
•works service job and would employ 
about 42 women. Action is expected 
at an early date. 
He said Lincoln had been alloted 
money to hire two people for a total 
of 32 hours a month for adult edu- 
cation classes. These funds are from 
federal education money set aside at 
the state superintendents office. 
The board passed a resolution pe- 
titioning the city council to vacate 
streets and alleys in the northeast 
high school site/in return for a deed 
of property in the

POINTS UPWARD 


$2,000,000,000 Added to

department, in its survey of current 
business, was founded on weekly 
business Indicators. Data has not 
been compiled for November on a 
monthly basis.

sonal trend.

The state auditor's present inten- 
tion, he added is to take court ac- 
tio nto gain access to the books in 
he event Luikart refuses. 
"There is a public demand for this 
Investigation." he asserted. 
Price said his check of the re- 
ceivership 
division, begun 
last 
spring, is nearing a close. The rec- 
ords of banks placed in receivership 
usder a law which took effect this 
year are open to him. but he has 
been barred from those of receiver- 
ships ordered by the courts under 
the old law. In this group is the 
South Omaha state bank. 
When Price began his checkup of 
the 
division, he announced he 


would go to the courts if necessary 
to pet authorization for an audit of 
records on various banks in the old 
prouo. Luikart and Governor Bryan 
had barred him on the srounds that 
onlv the courts could icive pcrmsi- 
sion for such an examination. 
Price has not taken any court ac- 
tion vet. lac* of lunds. he said, has 
fcssT.percd him. 
His examination of 
th» new proup of banks in receiver- 
ship has disclosed nothing subject 
to es.>eclal critit^sJn, the 
auditor 


stated. 


SMALL PROJECTS 


BEING FAVORED 


Simmons Says Washing- 
ton Expects $1,700,000,- 
000 More PWA Fqnjds. 
The general public works pro- 


gram is resolvinp: itself into the 
development of the thousands of 
small projects rather than the com- 
pletion of a few large ones, accord- 
ing to Ex-Congressman Robert G. 
Simmons, who has just returned 
from Washington. 
Mr. Simmons said that congress 


would be asked to increase the ap- 
propriation for the public works 
program from $3,300,000,000 to $D,- 
000,000,000. This would probably 
bring more money into Nebraska, 
h<5 said, but since the state has 
under the present setup used up its 
quota, not much more could be ex- 
pected from present funds. 
Mr. Simmons reported that busi- 


ness leaders in general through the 
east say that business is slowly on 
the upgrade, and the pickup is gen- 
eral. He stated that Lloyd Wilson, 
former Nebraskan and now presi- 
dent of the Chesapeake and Poto- 
mac Telephone company, told him 
that business was definitely im- 
proving. The basis for this was the 
increase in the installation of tele- 
phones.

"The whole queston of foreign

imports, and on this commission 
agriculture is represented." 


Loud applause from the 1.000 


farmers attending the convention 
greeted the outlines sketched by 
both Peek and Wallace of the ad- 
ministration's farm program, and 
Its results so far. A resolution ex- 
pressing complete faith in 
the 


federal farm recovery plan will 
come before the convention tomor- 
row for a vote by the delegates. 


Conceding that some changes in 
the agricultural adjustment 
act 


might be needed, among them a 
substitution for the processing tax 
as a means of raising money for 
benefits. Wallace held that the 
whole farm problem is one of plan- 
ning. 


Favors Constructive Debate. 


"Debate that will rage with great 


intensity this winter" was urged by 
the secretary in the formulation of 
a new and permanent, program. 
But he pleaded that the debate not 
be "reduced to petty, personal in- 
terests or small local issues." 


One thing that must be decided, 


he said, is whether the permanent 
program shall be simply national 
or international. Until that decision 
is mad?, Wallace continued, the as- 
sumption must be that the plan is 
"national x x x because there is 
obviously very little foreign pur- 
chasing power for our wheat and 
lard at trn present time, nor is 
any material change conceivable 
within 3. year or two." 


After suggesting support of the 


current hog-corn plan, Wallace said 
that "the time is coming when we 
shall have to reconsider many of 
the devices employed in the adjust- 
ment act." 


Among changes recommended by 


various groups. Wallace said, are: 
Substitution of something for the 
processing tax and the "licensing 
of every plowed field, and the in- 
auguration of marketing farm pro- 
ducts on a quota system." 


Of the llcensing-quota proposals, 


he said: 


"While I have been skeptical of 
this, undoubtedly we ought to con- 
sider it from every angle in our 
farm meetings, x x x It is up to 
the farmers and the farm organi- 
zations to give us the benefit of 
their judgment on proposals like 
these."

7 Workmen 
Sing As They 
Await Death 


Group Trapped in Cais- 
son Under River Saved 


In Nick of Time. 


KANSAS CITY, Dec. 12—{&) 


Seven bridge? pier workers faced 
death with songs before rescuers 
suceeded late yestrday in saving 
them from a smoke-filled 
diving 
caisson 102 feet below the surface 
of the Missouri river. 
Certain that death awaited them, 


the "sand hogs" joined In singing 
as they lay face down in mud and 
water to escape the choking fumes 
from a fire below an air lock in one 
of the tubes leading to the surface. 
Rescue beat death by only 10 min- 
utes. The smoke had descended to 
within a foot of the bottom of the 
chamber, and had tilled all three 
trance and exit'tubes. 
Or. the things which took place in 
the hour and a half the smoke kept 
descending, tile singing stood out 
most vividly in the recollections of 
Bon Bradley, for 12 years a "sand 
Cog." 


"Nobody said a word about dy- 


ing." Ben recalled. "Nobody looked 
as if he thought he was going to 
die. But you got the feeling any- 
way. What is that, what do you 
call it? Telepathy! Yes. But not 
a guy chirped. 
Everybody just 


sung and cougned and coughed and 
sung and coughed some more." 
Fire Extinguished. 
He couldn't recall the specific 


songs they sang, or who had pro- 
posed the idea. 
Rescuers worked frantically un- 
der the direction of I. E. Hayes, 
construction superintendent. Tne 
problem was how to extinguish the 
lire below the safety door without 
releasing the compressed air which 
kept hte muck from engulfing the 
men below. 


A stream of water under hign 


pressure finally extinguished the 
flames, and the men were brought 
up through an air lock chamber in 
the usual manner.

7 MINUTES LONG 


Assembly Adjourns Till 
Further Notice; Hitler 


Is Absent. 


BERLIN. 
Dec. 
12—(AP)—The 


German reichstag met today for 
the shortest session in Its history— 
7's minutes. 
The new parliament was practi- 


cally a Nazi body; women and Jews 
were completely absent. The ab- 
sence of Chancellor Adolf Hitler 
was equally notable. He had gone 
to Wllhelmshaven to welcome the 
German cruiser Koeln returning 
from a world trip. 
Hermann Goering. Prussian pre- 
mier, was re-elected president of 
the relchsta* and was the only 
speaker. He confined his remarks to 
recording a unanimous sentiment 
for the nominations of himself and 
three vice presidents. 
Adjourn Till Further Notice. 


Then he led the house in a full- 
throated "Hell Hitler!" and ad- 
journed the session "until further 
notice." 
In a session preliminary to the 
opening of the new reichstag, four 
of the members, representing the 
655 
Nazi 
legislators, 
personally 


promised Hitler to obey all orders 
without question. This they did 
without having received generally 
the sligt test intimation of what 
program is planned. 
"This reichstag," the chancellor 


said in a speech to the members 
last nisht, "must earn the future

SAY IT ISN'T SO, BOB. 
r 


IS to be hoped that former Congressman "Bob" 
Simmons of the fifth Nebraska district, now a 


resident of Lincoln, did not utter the words credited 
to him in an interview upon his return from Wash- 
ington. This is the language which appears in the 
newspaper article: 
"He (Mr. Simmons) gleaned that the goldfish pro- 


ducers code has been approved and it is understood 
that the mouse trap manufacturers and the bird 
cage manufacturers have codes in the making. When 
this comes to a head and it is determined whether 
children can engage in the hazardous labor of tend- 
ing goldfish and how many free matches a dealer 
may give to a customer under the tobacco dealers 
code and other business men's problems are settled, 
then the federal government will be able to take up 
agricultural problems." 


It's a safe bet of a Wooden nickel that Bob, out- 


lining his impressions of Washington in its fight 
against an era of depression, which has caused more 
suffering than any in national history, said nothing 
which would furnish foundation for his flippant 
characterization of the recovery program. These are 
serious times. They have entailed so much distress 
and misery that a man with four terms of congress 
behind him would not make jest of people's suffer- 
ing. Whatever may be the view of the republican 
party, and its leaders, among whom must be num- 
bered Mr. Simmons, it and they would be playing 
•with fire, were they to treat lightly of so serious an 
undertaking as has been going on in Washington in 
recent months. It is necessary only to recall what 
was the state of the country when a republican ad- 
ministration relinquished control of affairs and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt took charge.

HUFFING AND PUFFING. 
r iSNT hard to understand, after reading the ora- 


torical effusions of General Smedley M. Butler, 


retired, in his speech at New Orleans, why he didn't 
get Along well at Philadelphia when he was "loaned" 
to the city administration there by the navy depart- 
ment some years ago to administer the police de- 
partment. 


If the general were being initiated into an Indian 


tribe as one of its members, the proper title for him 
would be "Heap Big Talker." His motto is: "If you 
want anything go after it with a big club." He tells 
war^veterans that the American Legion is a fake and 
its leaders have sold out the members. The ex- 
soldiers, he suggests, should repudiate the organiza- 
tion and renew their demands upon the government 
for immediate payment of the bonus and other .spe- 
cial benefits additional to those they now receive. If 
results aren't then forthcoming, Butler advises, the 
veterans should go to the polls and vote to turn out 
the present administration. 


If that sort of policy were being generally followed, 


we should have not only the ex-service men, but al- 
so the organized farmers, the labor unions, the bank- 
ers, the manufacturers, and every other group and 
class in the country insisting on the government giv- 
ing them what they asked for, under threat of repris- 
al at the polls. 


The trouble with Smedley is that he lived in a 


military atmosphere so lonf he has only a hazy idea 
of how to accomplish anything through the processes 
of civil administration. 
He knows only one way to 


get anything done—that is, by force or Intimidation. 
Anyone who sees things differently from himself be- 
comes, in his conception, a big, bad wolf, a minion of 
Wall street, or an agent of communism, whichever 
he happens to think of first. 


In a country where individual freedom prevails, 


however, and where government holds its authority 
by the consent of the governed, things are not done 
by military fiat. If they were, perhaps General Butler 
wouldn't be so brash about shooting off Ms mouth. 
Over in Germany, if he undertook to make such a 
speech against the government as he did at New Or- 
leans, he would soon land in jail or a concentration 
camp. He should be thankful that there is no Hit- 
ler running the United States. 


The intemperate character of his advice makes it 


wholly ineffective. World war veterans are as de- 
voted to the welfare of their country as any other 
group of citizens. They no doubt realize the difficul- 
ties, inherited from preceding administrations, which 
President Roosevelt and his aides are struggling to 
overcome. The vast majority of them are disposed 
to give the president a fair chance to work out his 
policies and lay the groundwork for better times, 
whose benefits will extend to all and not just to the 
veterans alone. 


CHIEF SHOULD STAY HOME. 
OP POLICE CONDIT, despite the kindly 
*J and neighborly spirit, should realize there is 
enough here at home in Lincoln to keep him occupied 
fully, without visiting other counties nearby on mis- 
sions of law enforcement.

The use of equipment paid for by Lincoln 
tax payers In law. enforcement elsewhere is such a 
little matter that it does not permit of argument, al- 
though the establishment of precedents mjght lead to 
an unpleasant and unwelcome controversy. But in 
all such cases, there always is the danger of develop- 
ments which raise serious questions,- and the Chief or 
any of his men should not be in the position where he 
or they might be open to criticism. Chief Condit at 
the present time is commissioned to look after the 
peace and safety of Lincoln and he should be satis- 
fied with that Job. 


A $135,000 CORN LOAN, 


ago, we came upon the Adams farm lo- 


cated near Odebolt, la. A clogged gas feed sent 


us in search of a mechanic, and to the north of the 
highway a mile away was a clump of buildings 
which held the promise of a village. It was the 
mansion, the great bams, and the houses which 
sheltered the farm hands of the Adams ranch, with 
its eleven sections of rich Iowa farm land. 


The news dispatches recently indicated that Rob- 


ert Adams of Odebolt was on his way to Omaha to 
arrange for the collection of a $135,000 federal corn 
loan under the provisions of the agricultural recov- 
ery program, it represents the advance the govern- 
ment will make on the basis of 45 cents a bushel on 
com where the grower promises to reduce bis acre- 
age the specified amount In 1934. There are 
years of corn stored away in the cribs and 
abandoned sheep sheds on the Adam? ranch. In all, 
there are nearly 300.000 bushels of it. 


It is a magnificent farm with few to compare with 


It was started 
originally by the grandfather of Jhe present owner, 
he himself a member of the Chicago board of trade.

of the great as well as the humble. Several presi- 
dents intrusted him with important missions and 
sought his counsel. 


It was to him that Herbert Hoover like a boy con- 


fessing to a beloved father, revealed In a now famous 
letter the sufferings and pinpricks imposed upon a 
president. That was in 1930, before the denouement 
of the world's greatest depression brought Mr. Hoo- 
ver's politlca1 house tumbling about h'.s ears.

At the present time it is possible 
to obtain a food called "Cemac," 
which is free from eggs, milk and 
cereals. It is made by combining 
various foods and vegetables so that 
it contains the proper proportions 
of protein, fat and 
carbohydrate, 
with all necessary minerals and the 
vitamins. It is, in fact, a complete 
food, although not ats good as 
a complete food containing milk and 
eggs and, therefore, not to be used 
for normal children. 
In the case 


of the child with eczema the cir- 
cumstances are different. Children 
with infantile eczema who are put 
on this food have shown, in most 
cases, a prompt relief from symp- 
toms and a gain in weight. 
In stubborn cases of this kind, it 
is certainly worth trying. 


The usual way to test a child to 
see whether it is sensitive to milk 
is to take milk proteins and scratch 
them into the skin and see whether 
irritation develops- But even in some 
cases in which no nositive test e- 
sults. infants with eczema do well 
on the withdrawal of milk, eggs and 
cereals and the use of Cemac as a 
substitute. 


Another substance which has bsen 
used is the soy bean. The soy bean 
is a complete protein and. there- 
fore, a good substitute for milk. Of 
course, to the soy bsan flour I? 
added starch, and sugar, and fats 
and minerals. 


The questions which arise are 
whether the babies will take it. 
whether they will digest it, and 
whether they will thrive upon it. 
Most 
babies take it immediately: 
the younger the child, the mor-j 
likely it is to take it. Sometimes 
they" have to be encouraged and do 
not seem to do well for the first 
few feedings. One child has been 
reported who was on a soy bean 
flour mixture for over two years, 
with good nutrition and gain in 
weight and strength. 
When the numbers of foods to 
which the child is sensitive is found 
to be very large, it is unwise to try 
to cut the diet down so as to ex- 
clude all these, because conditions 
of mal-nutrition will result. In 
those cases, which a few years apo 
locked so hopeless because there 
seemed to be no substitute for the 
essential milk and eggs and cereals, 
these speciallv prepared foods art* 
certainly worth a trial.

After feeding over $4 worth of 
corn to each pig to make it a hog.

market today. 
Several thousand other farmers 
besides me, that did not get per- 
mits to sell their pigs last fall, now 
can advertise thus: "Lost—our 1933 
corn crop. Finder please notify us." 
And this is true. The value of our 
corn is lost and our summer's work 
as well.

I dont believe it 
would be very hard to find our lost 
corn crop, somewhere between our 
local market and the price of pork

SAN FRANCISCO, Deer. 12—Free scholarships for ath- 


letes issued by the University of Southern California weie 
reported discussed at length by faculty representatives of 
the Pacific Coast conference in session yesterday. But what- 
ever conclusions the faculty men reached they kept to them- 
selves and issued no official announcement upon taking a re- 
cess last night. 


Proposes Seven-Game R« «• 
~ 
Fol'owing completion today of 
next jears football schedules, the 
graduate managers and coaches 
hoped to discuss formation of the 
1935 football program They had be- 
fore them a recommendation made 
by Alfred Masters of Stanford that 
each comeience team play a mini- 
mum of seven conference games 
two years hence. 
A committee was appointed yes- 


terday to look into the proposal, but 
it was not thought likely any defi- 
nite 
recommendations would be 


forthcoming at this meeting. If such 
a proposition finds favor, it was 
pointed out, it probably would mean 
the end of such non-conference 
clashes as those involving California 
and St Mary s and Santa Clara 
Hobbles for Bowl Committee. 
Masters also proposed that the 


conference take over the responsi- 
bility of naming the team that an- 
nually represents the west in the 
Rose Bowl game at Pasadena, New 
Year's day At present this is in the 
hands of the Tournament of Roses 
committee 
Stanford explained its various 


scholarship awards 
"There are no outright scholar- 
ships at Stanford," declared Grad- 
uate Manager Alfred Masters, "but 
some athletes are able to obtain 
scholarships from certain alumni 
bodies. The 20 such scholarships we 
have at present were based abso- 
lutely upon the merits of the ap- 
plicants "Broadcast Issue Up. 
Booking more intersectional foot- 
ball games and approving 1934 con- 
ference schedules, the conference 
today was to discuss radio broad- 
casting and scholarships awarded 
likely football players. 
The University of Oregon, co- 


holder with Stanford and the Uni- 
versity of Southern California of 
the 1933 coast championship, an- 
nounced an intersectional game 
with Louisiana State college at 
Portland next Dec. 8 Oregon also 
will play Utah at Salt Lake City 
Oct. 27 
Southern California will play 
Pittsburgh at Pittsburgh Oct. 13 and 
Notre Dame in Los Angeles Dec 8 
Northwestern will travel to Palo 
Alto, Cal, to play Stanford Oct 13 
Bears Drop Cougars. 
California 
dropped Washington 
State after 14 annual games and 
booked only five conference games, 
the minimum. "Washington State 
made a tentative agreement with 
St. Mary's for five games to be 
played in San Francisco. 
The conference passed » resolu- 
tion requiring players on conference 
teams to wear identifying numbers 
on both the front and rear of 
Jerseys. 
A proposal by Stanford that the 
conference, instead of the Pasadena 
Ross Bowl association, select the 
western team for the annual New 
Year's day game was opposed by 
the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, which feared college politics 
would enter into the selection A 
decision on Stanford's proposal will 
be made at the conference meeting 
next spring.

In all corners of the pigskin 


realm, including both the Atlantic 
sector and the Pacific rim, the in- 
adequacy of Columbia as a fit con- 
tender for Rose Bowl honors 
has 


been the subject of so many quips 
and sarcastic jibes that the Pasa- 
dena promoters, 
if they dared 


speak their real sentiments, pos- 
sibly would be calling everything 
off. 


T only are Southern Califor- 
mans generally disgusted with 
the Columbia end of the deal, but 
they have turned somewhat sour on 
the choice of Stanford as the far 
west's representative. 
In substan- 
tiation of the latter statement, I 
take note that agitation has 
sprung up in the Pacific 
Coast 


conference in favor of taking the 
matter of selecting the 
western 
team out of the hands of the 
Pasadena committee. 
Critics of the present plan argue 
that the western nomination should 
concern the Coast conference alone, 
rather than 
a local coterie in 
Pasadena, which means but one 
thing, to-wit 
Southern Californians continue to 
rate the Trojans as the most wor- 
thy representatives of Coast con- 
ference football and, just between 
jou and me, one wouldn't have to 
search very far for sound argu- 
ments to bolster that particular 
theory. 


While it's 
an undeniable 
fact 
that Stanford whipped U. S. C. by 
a margin of six points, the Trojans 
evened the 
score 
by thrashing 


Washington 
last week — the same 
Washington which previously licked 
the Stanford boys. 
rASMUCH as 
Coach Howard 


Jones permitted himself to be 
quoted only a week ago in express- 
ing his disappointment over the 
failure of the Pasadena committee 
to name the Trojans as the western 
team, it wouldn't be a huge sur- 
prise if the U S. C. public were to 
turn thumbs down on the 
Rose 
Bowl game. And if it comes to 
that, the Pasadena affair may be 
written down right now as a box 
office flop. 


Criticism in this column of the 
choice of Columbia, instead of Ne- 
braska or some other worthy team, 
as the foe of Stanford, might be 
tagged as a case of sour grapes 
were it not for the fact that news- 
paper commentators eve rywherc 
ha%e been tossing ridicule in the 
direction of the Lions. 
los Angeles writers were first In 
the field with jibes at Stanford's 
nomination of Colombia, and the 
east, even New York, was quick to 
follow suit. 
JOHN KIERAN of the New York 


Times, a newspaper of high 
standing, was not content to con- 
fine himself to dull prose. Instead, 
he expressed his view forcibly in 
rhyme, as follows. 


"If twenty men were used against

SCHOOLS IN EAST 
SICK OF REFORM 


Demand Gains Headway 


Force Sports Faddists 


Take Back Seats.

NEW YORK. Dec 
12—</P)—The 


rumblings that ha\e been hsard in- 
termittently in the eastern athletic 
chancellories within the past \ear 
seem about to assume the propor- 
tions of a full-throated roar of de- 
mand for sweeping changes in the 
college football set-up 
The latest developments, includ- 


ing demands for a new coachins 
deal at Yale, agitation at both Ya1e 
and Harvard for removal of th° 
Sept. 15 practice restrictions ana 
non-scouting 
agreements, similar 
unrest following the 'purifying" oi 
New York unnersitv's athletics and 
alumni attacks on the so-called 
Gates plan' restrictions at the 
University of Pennsylvania, all em- 
phasize the trend 
They seem to mark the end of 


football's reform wave, which gath- 
ered force with the publication of 
the Carnegie Foundation's famous 
bulletin 23 in October, 
1929, ana 
rode along the college athletic trail 
quite unexpectedly with the 
de- 
pression as a companion 
Never 


designed to be allies, these two fac- 
tors finally have parted company. 
The moves to shake off the less 
desirab'e and self-imposed restric- 
tions of the reform era are simul- 
taneous with the reports of rising 
attendance and box-office receipts 
for 1933 
Listed as "Lily Whites." 


At the time when it was popular 
to debunk and de-emphasize col- 
lege sports, when 
Yale, Cornell, 
Illinois, Tulane, Chicago and Army 
were among the 21 United States in- 
stitutions listed as the "lily whites" 
by the Carnegie report, there was 
no need for concern or worry about 
filling the athletic treasuries The 
big football games all were sell-outs. 
Early season breather contests could 
be played with full confidence that 
the slack would be well taken up by 
the traditional games 
All college 
sports flourished on the gridiron 
receipts. Salaries and 
ambitions 
soared. Navy broke with Army over 
a dispute on the high ground of 
eligibility. 
Most college leaders feel that un- 
der such circumstances football was 
riding inevitably for the big tumble 
it finally took. Likewise they halted 
the elimination of widespread evils 
in subsidizing and recruiting 
They 


feel now, however, that in some re- 
' spects the remedies 
were 
more 
damaging than the original ailments 
and that, in effect, there is a mid- 
dle ground of operations which they 
hope to reach and sustain. 


Favor Earlier Practice. 


The current eastern college trend, 
therefore, is toward restoration of 
earlier fall practice, training camps 
on a modified basis, with accom- 
panying training tables, and per- 
haps the formation of an eastern 
"Big Eight" or "Big Ten," designed 
to bring about more uniformity and 
control 
At the same time, the ri- 
valry for better coaching production 
has been developed by the accom- 
plishments 
of such effective or- 
ganizers as Lou Little of Columbia 
and Fritz Cnsler of Princeton. 
Some of the high-pressure meth- 
ods have undoubtedly been elimi- 
nated from the sport, salaries re- 
duced and old bitternesses re- 
moved, but the demand for winning 
results remains a conspicuous fac- 
tor, 
all 
official statements and 
speeches to the contrary. As one 
old grad put it 
"The sportsman, in or out of 
college, should know how to lose 
gracefully, but he should also have 
a no less keen desire to win " 
The big college schedules for the 
next few years already reflect the 
purpose of playing football within 
their own class Old and almost for- 
gotten rivalries have been renewed 
or feuds, such 
as the Harvard- 
Princeton affair, ended for the pur- 
poses of competition in 1934 
The 
developments of the next few weeks 
may show further and far-reaching 
effects in the resurgsnt and insur- 
gent program

I Brother Lincoln Man 


Slain By Smugglers 


Hodge Asks County Aides 


To Hold Tight Rein 
On Job Allotment. 


A strict injunction against "poli- 


tics of any character" in the CWA 
program was sent to county re- 
employment 
managers 
today by 


George Hodge, federal re-employ- 
ment director for Nebraska. 


Complaining that his office had 


been "flooded by complaints from 
all over the state about men work- 
ing on CWA projects who are not 
entitled to employment under the 
strict interpretation of 
the 
aims 


and purposes of the 
CWA pro- 
gram," Hodge wrote: 
"From now on we want every re- 


employment manager 
to 
hold a 


tight rein on the matter of regis- 
tration. classification, selections 
and referrals for jobs and not be 
influenced by any commltteemen, 
city or county official." 


Platte Checks Held Up. 


Hodge 
told 
reporters 
that in 
Platte county, 84 payroll checks 
were held up last week because the 
CWA workers apparently were not 
entitled to the money. One of the 
84 owned three farms. Hodge said. 


The real purpose of the CWA 


^program went "haywire." Hodge 
said, during the two week period 
when county relief committees were 
allowed to use their own judgment 
in taking men off the relief rolls. 
Since then they have been required 
to make selections only from the 
re-employment rolls which Hodge 
supervises 


"We believe the complaints are 
due," said Hodge m the letter, "to 
the fact that road projects require 
the hiring of teams and in order 
to get them it has been necessary 
to hire farmers." 


He said he did not criticisze road 
projects, but that it would be nec- 
essary to change the type of proj- 
ects if the object was to hire a 
large number of deserving men. Of 
politics he wrote: 
"From all over the territory we 


have received complaints that vari- 
ous city and county officials and 
committee members of both relief 
and re-employment committees ob- 
viously took advantage of the sit- 
uation and placed people who were 
not entitled to employment. 
This 


fact 
is 
obvious because 
many 
named have been challenged by the 
certifying officers as not eligible 
and payrolls have been held up. 
"It is no time to permit politics 


of any description to enter into the 
picture." 


When Governor 
Bryan was in- 


formed of the Hodge circular and 
asked if he had heard any com- 
plaints ofxjobs 
being awarded in 
any county on a political patron- 
age basis, he said: 
"I did receive se"eral verbal com- 
plaints of that sort from over the 
state, charging 
discrimination by 
county relief boards acting as local 
civil works boards; but no evidence 
was presented to support these as- 
sertions 
I brought them to Mr. 


Hodge's attention myself. No def- 
inite, specific incident of such na- 
ture was brought to my attention, 
though I asked to be advised if 
there were any."

By Dr. J. 0. Hertzler 


"We are building up a tre- 


mendous set of debits," Dr. J. O. 
Hertzler of the University of Ne- 
braska, told the Rotary club Tues- 
day noon at the Lincoln hotel, 
speaking on "Implications of Con- 
tinued or 
Persistent Unemploy- 


ment." "We are going to get a bill 
for those debits some day," he con- 
tinued, "and we're going to have to 
pay it."

State Officials Urge Plan 


To Speed Pay To 


Contractors. 


In order to hasten payment to 


contractors for construction work 
done on Nebraska highways under 
the federal government's emergency 
program initiated last summer and 
now being pushed throughout the 
state, application is being made to 
the national roads administration to 
advance $750.000 of the money set 
apart for this state, to be used as a 
revolving fund. 
The present system, involving as it 


does much red tape in the state 
highway 
department, 
the federal 
district engineer's office at Omaha, 
and departmental agencies at Wash- 
ington, has resulted in contractors 
failing to get the money due them 
in many instances until weeks or 
months after the materials 
were 
furnished and the work was done. 
Contracts have been awarded to 
date aggregating 
about $5,000,000, 


but only $3,000,000 of federal funds 
has been drawn thus far. There are 
overdue claims on hand for $400,000 
in total, now going through the mill. 
State Treasurer Hall and State 
Engineer Cochran are signing a 
joint agreement to be sent to Wash- 
ington, which pledges that if the 
$750,000 is advanced it will be held 
in a separate fund and all disburse- 
ments therefrom shall be subject to 
later approval by federal authorities.
